Produce Claims 


Inaugurating a new produce 
buying policy which in practical 
effect will reduce the farmer’s 
cost of selling his produce, Safe­ 
way Stores, Inc., today announ­ 
ced that the company will assume 
in-transit responsibility for all 
produce purchased at the ship­ 
ping point. 
The new policy by the grocery 
chain is a blow at the not uncom­ 
mon practice of produce buyers 
j soliciting and receiving adjust­ 
ments from shippers for question­ 
able claims. "While it has never 
been Safeway's policy to present 
such claims the practice has be­ 
come so general that it has af­ 
fected the cost of farmers selling 
their produce and therefore has 
b e e n 
reflected 
in 
offering 
prices," declared Lingan A. War­ 
ren, President of Safeway Stores, 
Inc. 
' We are glad to publicly reaf­ 
firm our opposition to a proced­ 
ure which we are opposed to as 
uneconomical and unsound. We 
feel that the practice of seeking 
adjustments of q u e s t i o n a b l e 
claims has become so widespread 
that it is necessary for us to in­ 
form farmers and their shippers 
that we are opposed to such 
procedure." 
The new Safeway policy in­ 
structs its buyers of produce that 
all purchases requiring shipment 
shall be covered by w ritten ord­ 
ers specifically setting forth the 
terms of sale, shipment and de­ 
livery. No claims for loss shall be 
made against shippers unless the 
shipper has failed 
to 
comply 
with the written term s of the 
purchase order, and such failure 
is the primary cause of loss. 


EXPENSIVE PRACTICE 


"The produce trade, we are 
sure, recognizes that the practice 
of presenting unreasonable claims 
for adjustment by shippers of 
produce promotes careless buy­ 
ing and that it is expensive to 
both the fanner and the buyer," 
continued Warren. “Safeway feels 
that 
by 
publicly 
restating its 
attitude through a policy declara­ 
tion it is establishing a firm and 
m utually advantageous basis of 
understanding with farmers and 
shippers. The elimination of un­ 
just claims against shippers will 
simplify operations and provide 
definite 
savings 
to 
producers. 
Farmers and their personal or co­ 
operative 
sales 
representatives 
will know that it is not necessary 
to include allowances for settling 
questionable claims in their price, 
as insurance, when dealing with 
our produce buyers. We hope 
that other produce buyers will 
pronounce the same policy " 
W arren's announcement listed 
two exceptions to the rule of 
wjritten orders which may be re­ 
cognized by Safeway’s buyers. 
These are when a producer or 
shipper desires to assume the in­ 
transit risks or when the produc­ 
er feels that the quality does 
not justify an f. o. b. sale. 
Safeway's announced affirm a­ 
tion of attitude toward produce 
purchases has focused the atten­ 
tion of the farmer, cooperative 
and shipper on a long standing

but the C-47 crew apparently 
were the first white men to see 
this lost colony. How long it has 
been there is a mystery. The set­ 
tlement is on no map: there is no 
record even of its existence. 


MAY HAVE BEEN TRAPPED 


Col. Ray T. Ejsmore, director 
of air transportation for Lt. Gen. 
George C. Kenney, flew his own 
ship on more inspection runs and 
guessed that the tribesmen may 
have been trapped in the moun­ 
tain paradise hundreds or thou­ 
sands of years ago by some tre­ 
mendous geologic upheaval or 
earthquake.

Perhaps in peacetime, when a 
helicopter or a 
blimp hovers 
above for an introduction.

With Palm Springs one of the 
principal stops for a discussion- 
meeting. county and state officials 
will participate in a three-day 
tour through Southern California, 
beginning November 1, to study 
limited access and other proposed 
postwar highway projects.

written on the boat. The choice 
of returning by boat was my 
own. I could have come back by 
plane thanks to the Navy, and 
several times I wished I had 
flown, during the days I sat 
around the hotel waiting for def­ 
inite notice when the boat would 
sail, and from which port. Now 
I would not take anything for 
the experience. 
That is the way lt is in war. 
You know that you are booked; 
you hope that you know which 
boat you are taking; you don’t 
know for sure the sailing day, 
and several ports are used. This 
is particularly important with 
certain boats, for it is only now 
that I can say that the six of us 
who left England at the same 
time, came back on the boat on 
which the Prime Minister and his 
party went to Quebec and back. 
The boats have been stripped 
for war use. The niceties are gone 
and all space is utilized for 
troops and for cargo. We had al­ 
most 700 wounded on board. It 
has been a comfortable trip and 
a good sea. I wanted a rest be­ 
fore getting home. I have long 
since discovered that I can rest 
at sea level and under condi-. 
tions where there arc no tele­ 
phones and papers and radios; for1 
a short time anyway’ 
The four weeks in England and 
France were extremely interest­ 
ing, but I shall be glad to be 
home. It is hard for an Ameri­ 
can to accustom himself to some 
of the English conditions; the un­ 
heated houses, the leisurely tern-1 
po which takes days to do what 
we would do in a short time. Yeti 
is was the established habits of 
centuries which made it impos­ 
sible for Hitler to conquer Eng­ 
land in the early days of the war. 
I have wondered what my 
last two columns looked like by 
the time they got to the papers. I 
spoke in one of them of a trip 
two of the Congressmen made to 
Dover. I said that they got off at 
the station and looked around the 
town, and when they got back to 
take the train, the station wasn't 
there. A bomb had hit it. The 
censor took that one out. Now 
that the Allies have captured 
Calais. I can put -it in again. 
Dates are all cut out; when 1 
wanted my secretary to make a 
reservation from Washington to 
California, I told her to “ask the 
plane to stop at Palm Springs on ) 
Columbus Day.” 
There are little things in the 
English life which amuse the 
English as much as they do us. 
W estminister Hall is the oldest 
building of the Houses of Parlia­ 
ment. Some of the carved oak 
beams are now being replaced, 
or were, at the outbreak of war, 
after 400 years. So the builder 
went back to the same oak forest 
from which 400 years before the 
oak had come for the original 
beams, and got the same kind and 
quality. It’s nothing to see a firm 
which has been doing business 
several hundred years. It reminds 
me of the story of the American 
salesman who was trying to make 


a connection in England for tea. 
to be exported to the United 
States. He couldn’t understand 
the reluctance to sign a contract. 
Finally one of the partners said, 
somewhat hesitatingly, “W ell, 
you know we didn’t have such 
good luck with our export trade 
to the States; the last time we 
sent over a shipment of tea, they 
threw it into Boston harbor.” 
That’s England. This war will 
leave us greater problems to 
work out together, and it will 
leave us some problems between 
the two Nations, because of our 
differing views on important 
world situations. Let's hope the 
several million G. I.s who have 
been there will do a good diplo­ 
matic job towards mutual un­ 
derstanding.
